OF MINNEAPOLIS. 


To HONORABLE PRESIDENT OF THE EVANGELICAL 
OF THE NORTHWEST 1N SESSION, JUNE 1, MINNEAPOLIS, MINN: 


As our association, the Lutheran Inner Mission Society of Minne- 


nee apolis, is an inter-synodical body, and as your honorable body has 
from the very beginning of its organization been represented in its 


work, and as we have received from time to time financial aid from 


- members of your churches, it appears to be our duty to give you a 
brief report of the work that has been done by our society. This re- 
port covers the period from Jan. ist to Dec. 3ist, 1914._ a : 


Work among the Poor and Sick—The Mother House, which has 


supplied us with a Deaconess since 1912, was compelled to withdraw 
the Sister. For four and a half months of the year we therefore had 
no Deaconess, but still 2553 calls were made on the sick in the hos- 


- -pitals, and 2957 church papers, pamphlets and New Testaments were 


distributed. 364 calls were made on the sick in their homes, or to 


investigate the conditions of the poor. Fourteen children of poor fam-_ 
ilies were baptized. Six couples were married and four persons buried. —. 


We arranged a special Christmas celebration for the poor. It was 
held in the Kindergarten Building, Dec. 23d. A boys’ chorus sang on 
this occasion and was afterwards taken to sing at the various hos- 


- pitals during Christmas week, where they met with much appreciation. 
Forty-eight families received well filled baskets of food at our Christ- — 


mas festivities, clothing was given to elghty persons, and 140 children 
received clothing, toys, etc. | 


Rescue. Work-—Nineteen girls called on us for aid 


assistance, which was cheerfully given to them, as far as we were 


able to do so, At.the present time we co-operate with the Lutheran 
Rescue Home, where we believe such young women find the necessary 
protection and spiritual assistance. 


that eleven children were placed in different homes. In two childless 


homes we were permitted to lay a. “Christ Child” the day before — 
Christmas. Highteen other cases were handled in the interest of children. © 


Employment Bureau.—288 girls and women were helped to positions. 
In addition to this they receive advice and assistance in many ways. 
The work has proven to be of great importance, as girls are thus 


anchored to our Home. About forty unemployed men were assisted 


to find work. The majority of them received positions in the country. 
The Hospice registered 1,065 guests, the largest number in its his- 


tory. It granted 615 free meals and 89 free lodgings. Monthly enter-— 
tainments were given and appreciated, and Christmas and Thanks- 


giving were observed in the usual manner. Besides the daily devotion, 
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we have'a Bible once a week, conducted by Rev. 0. 
| ‘Roekey. The question box has been frequently used at these meet- =~ 
ings, and the explanations received there were certainly very instruc- aa
